Government's Limit of Eii<

EDITOR SUSPEiNDED 



Right of Students to Express 
Their Own Opinions 
' Challenged 

The following telegram was received 
'.ast tilclit from tho Ubyss^,' via the 
Canadian Intercolicglalo Press regard- 
ing the recent suspension ot tho Ubys- 
sey editor-ln-chief. 

Vancouver, B.C. (C.I.P.) Feb. 11. — 
An editorial -of January 30tii opposed 
tho Government's plan to limit tho en- 
rollment and charged It lack ot gen- 
erosity. Tho Press reported that tho 
Governmctit was resentful and thai It 
would ('.emand an explanation from lUe 
University authorities, 

Th9 Editor stated thai ho was sur- 
prised at tho Government making u 
political Issuo and cliallonging the 
students' right to express their opin- 
ion. As the Ubyssey Is solely a studeni 
paper the President ordurcd no st.iiid 
on tlio Government of the University, 
licndinfT a J'aeulty Council meeting. 
Tho next issuo contained individual 
opinions supporting the Ubyssey. Tho 
President suspended Editor Ilonald 
Grantham for two weeks for defiance. 
Will Appeal 

The Editor will appeal to the Senate 
on the ground that, first, he did not 
think lliat the President wanted ab- 
solute censorship and that he killed 
tlie eijiiorial In deference, soeond, ho 
clalni.s ih.-it tho President had no riKlil 
to kIvc ordri-.'i to an Independent stu- 
deni paper. Tho .Student's Council will 
take sUind on tho Senate's decision. 
Further order was given not to men- 
lion the Government for tho" Univer- 
sity until another Faculty Council 
.Meeting. Tho Ubys.«ey suspended 
publlcatluii l'eljru.(ry Tho Tiiirlcenf.i 
with a one slieel edition containing 
tho President's letter and tho epitaph, 
"She leaves us woebegone, forlorn and 
puzzled. Free speech is dead and the 
Alma Mater Is muzzled, IM.P." stu- 
dent feeling was very high. An Alma 
Mater meeting was called.

MacDcrniolt, Professor of History in 
the Faculty ot Arts, was the guest- 
speaker during the Trovlnclal Hour 
oyer CKAC last nls*r>'trom eight until 
nine p.m., bringing the date of the 
lecture up to ISIO. 

Commencing the talk the lecturer 
told the story of the .early Went. Eng- 
lish mcrcha.nl.^ coming .across from the 
old country broughlï with them the 
equipment tieces.«ary for exploration 
.and tho various trading companies 
established trading posts around Hud- 
son Bay and down Lake Winnlpcg as 
far as the Bed Bivcr, on which Fort 
Garry wa.s built. In their train ,fol- 
lowed new Industries woh as lumber- 
ing and jnininjf. Tho country liegnn 
devcloplng its natural resources with 
tho help of tho money brought in 1>y 
the companies.. There was iiaturall.v 
a rlrong fccllng of rivalry between tlie 
companies operating In tho Territor- 
ies, rivalry wh'Ich broke out into ac- 
tive warfare between monil)crs of the 
Xorlh West Company and tho Hud- 
son Ray Company. Which resulted in 
the union ot tho two under tho name 
ot the latter.

Prof. BriUain Slrcsses Im- 
portance of Research Work 



At Tiiursday's meeting, tlio Cor,-, 
poralion gave Its approval to , tiM 
course leading to the Ph. D. In Ento- 
mology. Previously thero was an Sit 
Sc, but nut .1 I'll D. in tills .subject. 
At tlie saiiio iiieetiiig, the re(|uiremcnts 
for the course were decided up. The 
tudeut Is to take two years at Mar- 
donald Collf-i;e and one year at an ap- 
proved another iinivor.-;ity, tills would 
genoraliy be the student's second year. 
The ctiuivalcnt of two sinnmer sessions 
of research work In a Government la- 
boratory, or other approved Institution 
It to be re'iui;-cd. .\ the'lii |iat(!n|t 
for the student's original work will be 
asked for. 

Professor Brittain, head of the De- 
r.artinent of Entomology at Macdonaid 
ColloRo. states that tii"re In a demand 
for such research work, and that this 
research Is of tlio utmost Importance. 
This work Is of particular importance 
lo Canad.a since .she Is so largely an 
agricultural and" lumbering, country, 
througli tho pests, enormous damage 
is done to the erops .•md tress. A con- 
servative esllm.ato jilaccs the annual 
damage wrought by thcso pests In tho 
forests nlono at one hundred million 
dollars. The loss due to these de's- 
tructivo insects Is vast but compre- 
hensive rescanh In this field should, 
eliminate, It not totall.v, at le.ast par- 
tiall.v, this great waste ot our re- 
sources. 

It Is a most opportune time lo In- 
troduce this cour.so into tho regular 
curriculum and It ia hopai th*t it will 
.<brln« rMuiii.

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Internali oualisin 

Internationalism and aspects of inter- 
national relations have become, in the 
course of the past few years, hackneyed 
catch-Avord.s closely as.sociated with the 
doctrines of every quack who presents 
some new cure for the world's ills. Tour- 
ing lecturers have further debased the 
value of international studies by cloak- 
ing them in an atmosphere of sentimen- 
tality. We hear at open forum meetings 
again and again of India and of Russia, 
and as often as the subject comes up there 
i,s an outpouring of meaningless sympathy 
which is based almost .solely on prejudice 
and ignorance. Furthermore, a large pro- 
portion of those who might be interested 
are repulsed by reason of the fact that in- 
ternationalism in the public mind usually 
connotes some disgui.scd religious cult 
preaching the doctrine of the brotherhood 
of man and issuing sentimental appeals 
for better unclcr.slanding. But in the pre- 
sent reaction against sentimcntalism in- 
nocent, gentle appeals are unlikely to get 
verj" far, and in any large community it 
is quite futile to tell the population that 
international studies approached in the 
n'ght spirit will react to the benefit of all. 

But at McGill the situation should be 
entirely different and the words of Dr. 
Kotschnig yesterday afternoon fell upon 
understanding ears. The Doctor is dif- 
ferent from all previous speakers on kind- 
red topics, lie divorces himself from 
.sentiment and makes an audience feel that 
inlernationali.sm is not to be approached 
in a weak, indifferent attitude of good- 
fellow.ship, but with intense interest and 
extensive study. It is quite useless to de- 
sire the friendship of others unless the 
problems of those others are understood 
thoroughly and all their difficulties ap- 
preciated. 

Dr. Kotschnig makes it abundantly 
plain that unless some international un- 
derstanding ba.sed on knowledge and mu- 
tual admiration is arrived at among stu- 
dents the world of the future will be not 
less free from the po.ssibility of error than 
it was in 1914. And that understanding 
must come not as à result of general soft- 
hearted fjood fccliiitr but because each na- 
tion understand.s the others' difficulties 
and is able to make allowance for them. 
In ïOirj no ordinary German would have 
thought that within a year he would l>e 
killing Englishmen for whom • he really 
had a great rcKanl. But it happened, and 
unless the . problems of internationalism 
are approached from the angle of intense 
and even critical ."^tudy we can neveribe 
.sure when sentimentality will be broken 
through by the more enduring prejudices 
i:m\ miitunder.'itanding.'i which seem to be 
t he common lieritage of all nations.

Ror.i, the Iiulian.". by liuniing tho man alive. Vet, 
such IhoiiKlils mtipl h.ivo pro.Iomlriatcd In tho mind 
of each indlvldii.nl of Iho mot), tlim, when the mob 
was a«Hemblod, man's true inNlinct was unleashed 
to precipitate the disgraceful episode. 

What, then. Is the advantage of spending many 
years becoming civilized by acquiring an educa- 
tion, If all the alleged culture thus gained is to be 
overshadowed later in life by the mob instinct?

In this 
roApert our civillEation has no reflection cast upon 
It.— Dally llilni.

States, Tho only difference has been that the Cana- 
dian programmes have been, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, worse than tho U.S. offerings.
